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KNOX LITTLE UNMUZZLED. 


ar HEN, a few weeks ago, we ventured to extol the Rev. J. Knox 
W Little as a preacher, we did not, being somewhat careless on the 
pint of festivals, anticipate that the subject of our sketch would so 
dortly figure with the prominence he is now doing before the eyes of all 
yen in the discharge of his functions as a priest. Our estimate of him 
in the former capacity was high—as a priest his position is higher. We 
hope we do not rob the Rev. Dr. Marshall of any honour due to him, or 
jue any slight upon his devoted congregation of St. John the Baptist’s, 
ifwe say that the youthful rector of St. Alban’s is, as far as we know, 
the Highest Priest in Manchester. On a former occasion we gave un- 
iting offence to some good friends in saying that Mr. Little had con- 
yated to go to the parish church of Eccles with a muzzle on. We meant 
wo more than that, in deference to the feelings of Vicar Pitcairn, at whose 
invitation he preached, and for the sake of the peace of a divided and 
wsettled parish, he had agreed not to insist from that pulpit, ordinarily 
ievoted to the saying of smooth things, upon any of those sacrificial 
dotrines which distinguish the teaching of the ultra-High Church party. 
These were creditable motives that did no dishonour to Mr. Little. 
Nevertheless, if it was not by a distinct understanding that the preacher 
on that occasion steered a wide course from any that might cause a 
wlision between the warring sects within the Church, the Evangelical 
parishioners of Eccles, who soothed their perturbed spirits with this 
flattering unction, were sorely abused. But in his own church or parish, 
Mr. Knox Little is a law to himself, and his muzzle is thrown aside. 

The congregation at St. Alban’s has always been Ritualistic. It was 
eyed with suspicion, and its devoted curate, Father Sedgwick, was treated 
with some appearance of harshness by the late Bishop. Dr. Fraser 
hllowed so far the tradition of his predecessor that he viewed the “ high” 
services, for which the church has gained a reputation, somewhat askance. 
The consecration of the building was delayed so long that it became an 
open scandal, At last, when less than a year ago the Bishop gave his 
long-delayed consent to the ceremony, tiaere was some difficulty as to the 
urangement of the communion table, and the congregation, much against 
its will and feeling, had to submit to what they regarded as the 
“maimed rites” attending a celebration from the north end. However, 
the church was consecrated, and Mr. Knox Little, under the patronage of 
the Dean, was appointed to the cure. He came among us, preceded by a 
high reputation as a preacher, as u devoted, energetic, and untiring parish 
priest, and as a Ritualist of the extremest type; and he has justified his 
fore-running testimonials of character in all three particulars. It is with 
him in his latter capacity that we propose at present solely to deal. 

As we learn from Mr. Little’s profession, made at the luncheon imme- 
diately following the communion service last Saturday, the rites practised 
at St, Alban’s are a mere trifle, and not to be put in comparison with the 
developed blossom into which they will grow when the Church of Eng- 
lund will have reft from Rome the monopoly of the mass. It may be 
well to describe plainly what the nature of this service on Saturday was. 
We were present early, and remaining to the close in a good position 
‘ould fairly see, if we can profess to understand but dimly, what occurred. 
St. Alban’s is a church after Mr. Coroner Herford’s own heart, in respect 
that the sittings in it are free and open. We do not know whether Mr. 
Herford carries out his idea so far as to place the women on the one side 
ofthe church and the men on the other, but this is the use at St. Alban’s. 
The consternation of the faithful may therefore be conceived when, while 
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the congregation was ve few, an old lady deliberately walked down the 
side aisle on the men’s side and took up a well-selected and prominent 
seat on the benches, which are here their peculiar appanage. There was 
a palpable uneasiness among the adjacent males, and finally a venerable 
gentleman, sporting a perfectly trimmed and voluminous white beard, 
the admiration of all beholders, which proclaimed him a great stickler for 
propriety, after a manifest struggle between his ideas of what was right 
and an overpowering sense of the awful delicacy of the situation, sum- 
moned up resolution sufficient to tackle the intruder. Unhappily the old 
lady was deaf, or particularly impervious to the explanation dinned into 
her ear ; but it was only after as much heading, turning, and twisting as 
is necessary to persuade an old ewe into an overcrowded pen that she was 
at last chivied obviously much against her will into a second-rate place 
within the assigned fold. The congregation was afforded abundant 
opportunity, while they waited long after the appointed hour for the 
service to begin, to study the decorations—representing the Seven Stations 
of the Cross, and the obscured glories of Veronica—on the walls, and the 
rich ornamentation of the choir. The communion rails were profusely 
covered with flowers, and a huge wreath was suspended—without much 
eye to artistic effect, but rather as suggesting the idea that it had been 
placed there as having to be disposed of somehow—over the neck of the 
eagle. The altar was covered with a bright and apparently embroidered 
cloth, and the super-altar was adorned with a great display of flowers. 
Six tall candles were ranged, three on each side of the cross, and between 
these were twenty or thirty smaller candles, arranged in a series 
of pyramids. Against the walls at the side of the choir a number of 
banners were ranged. In Ritualistic churches a great many arrangements 
appear to require a finishing touch up to the last moment before the 
services begin, and so in the present instance, for nearly a quarter of 
an hour, volunteer apparitors in black cassocks, or acolytes in scarlet, 
were incessantly fussing about the chancel. One ostentatiously unlocked 
the gates which in the intervals between services bar the profane vulgar 
from admission to the sanctuary. Another arranged and re-arranged the 
books on the choristers’ desks. A third, with great difficulty, lit up the 
six taller candles on the super-altar. A fourth crossed about with no appa- 
rent object, from which circumstance we presume that he ‘ was there to 
superintend.” All these functionaries, be it noted, made it a point every 
time they passed across the chancel to halt and bow before the altar— 
some lowly, others with a familiar nod, we regret to say, which struck 
us as scarcely reverent. What further took place at this service 
is thus described in the Examiner and Times; “As the organist 
played over the appropriate tune to the processional hymn, “ Brightly 
gleams our banner,” the choir was filled with surpliced choristers, and a 
procession was formed. The cross we have described |in reality a crucifix 
bearing a silver effigy of our Saviour, on which the congregation of St. 
Alban’s lay much store] was carried at the head of the procession, and 
half a dozen banners followed—of which the last two represented one of 
St. Alban, and the other the Virgin and Child. Each member of the 
procession, which included the choristers, acolytes, and clergy, carried a 
bouquet. The celebrant, Mr. Little, was attired in the chancel by 
attendant acolytes with a magnificent embroidered robe, closely resembling 
that worn by Roman Catholic priests [at the time of saying the mass). 
The procession marched from the choir up the north aisle, and returned 
to its place by the centre aisle, and after the celebrant, with the aid of 
acolytes, and a boy who appeared to attend in the capacity of train-bearer, 
had changed his robe for another almost equally gorgeous, the Com-

conspicuous ; but we leave our readers to judge whether the practices we 
have deseribed are in keeping with what the Bishop of Manchest r delights

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SERMONS IN VEGETABLES. 
[HY A LOVER OF NATURE. |} 
ON A NEW-LAID EGG. 


HIS is the best and most nutritious of all the vegetables, and is held 
4? in high esteem as such by that praiseworthy sect of people who 
object, on principle, to the eating of animal food in any form whatever. 
Now, who it was that discovered that eggs were vegetables I do not know, 
but the discovery is an eminently pertinent one. Nor, again, do I know 
what clever philosopher it was who first assigned to the milk of the cow 
its proper place in the sphere of creation as a vegetable product ; but to 
him, too, will future ages be grateful when the abominable and unnatural 
custom of devouring the flesh of brutes shall have become obsolete among 
mankind. Nature is evidently on the side of the vegetarians, for she has 
given to man unmistakable proof in the length of his intestines that a 
vegetable diet is that which is best and most nutritious for him; and, as 
a further argument, she has given to fowls the power, under man’s 
influence, of laying an unlimited quantity of those delicious vegetables, 
eggs; and to the domestic cow she has imparted the art of producing 
many more gallons of milk tlian the animal knows what to do with. 
Now, what would become of all that vegetable produce if it were not 
made good to the taste of man I do not know, but the scheme is a bene- 
ficent one, and shows clearly the width and comprehensiveness of Nature’s 
designs. It is clear that cattle and poultry were intended to increase 
and multiply at the expense of mankind, and in return for their 
maintenance to provide a vast supply of vegetables in the shape of 
milk and eggs, wherewith man should supplement and improve that 
less savoury and succulent diet which is drawn from the herbs of 
the field, leflect, too, that if eggs and milk were not vegetables, 
the cattle and poultry, the producers thereof, would so increase and 
multiply as to cause a famine in the land by consuming every green 
thing. It seems to me that the flesh-eating propensities of men, 
like all other evil and injurious habits, are the result of ignorance. 
There is an castern legend to the effect that the first race of men were 
vegetarians of gigantic stature and admirable strength and vigour. They 
used to draw their vigour from the ground, which hardly needed culti- 
vation, so fertile was it. Cabbages and cauliflowers, and the different 
descriptions of cereals sprung, obedient to Nature's call, from the earth, 
and were a free gift not only to all humanity but to the brute creation as 
well. When more substantial food was required there were the branches 
of numerous trees, which primeval man chewed with relish, crushing 
and tearing the fibres with those very teeth which modern fanaticism and 
folly devotes to the chewing of beefsteaks. Now, why Nature permits 
ignorance I do not know, but men were ignorant then as they are 
now.

10,006,004), 
In eating the last-mentioned dish, man, in his perverse ignorance, was ag 
ignorant as the brute that had perished in order to furnish the rashers, 
He was unaware that he was swallowing a mixed diet; untroubled as yet 
by dyspepsia, his entrails gave him no information on the point, and the 
voice of Nature was silent.

THE THEATRES. 


Vs should be very well satisfied if we could be assured that the 
d 4 4 players now performing at the Theatre Royal might be regarded 
as the nucleus of 2 permanent stock company. If Mr. Compton could 
be retained so much the better, but alike from the value of his speciality 
and the select character of the pieces with which the name of the veteran 
comedian is associated, this is a proposal that must be left out of the 
calculation. The company, however, without the aid of “ stars” is capable 
of affording high enjoyment to an intelligent and critical audience by 
spirited and well-balanced performances of high-class comedy. That 
this is the case has been proved this week in the absence of Mr. and Mrs, 
Chippendale, who have been fulfilling an engagement at Bradford. In 
‘As You Like It "—the most romantic and perhaps the most pootical of 
all Shakspere’s comedies—and “ Money ”—which may be taken as its 
antithesis since, if the springs of action in Lord Lytton’s piece are noble, 
the methods by which they are expressed are intensely sordid—the range 
and capacity of the company generally, and the versatility of the leading 
actors, at once have been fully tested, and have sustained the test with 
honour. Miss Phillis Glover is surely winning the way to public favour, 
and Mr. G. Osmond Tearle—after Kendal certainly the most promising 
actor of leading comedy and romantic parts we have seen in the provinces— 
has leaped into a sudden and soundly-won popularity. Mr. Hargreaves’s 
Old Adam in “As You Like It,” and Sir John Vesey in “ Money ”—characters 
as widely contrasted as can well be imagined—have alike been excellent. 
Mr. Barsby, Mr. Doyle, Mr. Arthur Lyle (an excellent, though somewhat 
heavy actor, as his Jaques shows), and the other members of the company, 
including especially Miss Cooper—whose Celia is delightful—have all 
acquitted themselves well. The playing of the company, individually and 
together, has so much improved in the few weeks it has been asso- 
ciated in a round of first-class pieces, that we should deeply regret its 
permanent dislocation, and it is mortifying to fear, from a glance at the 
prospective engagements printed on the back of the programme, that this 
result seems inevitable. When shall we be able to keep a well-equipped, 
or even a tolerable company of players together in Manchester ? 

The “ Duke’s Daughter ” is the name of the newest opera-bouj/e impor- 
tation from the French at the Prince’s. Having seen the original piece, 
of which this is the English version, we must say that “ La Timbale @’ 
Argent” has been considerably modified in transmogrification. Depending 
originally on hints, suggestions, words, and illustrations which are not 
considered shocking on the continent, the opera, in being rendered fit for 
the less polite of Manchester playgoers, has of course lost all spice and 
flavour. We do not, in fact, notice anything objectionable in it except 
the inevitable French musical episode of a drunken person represented 
by a woman. This apart, though it is hard to say what real enjoyment 
can be got from such emasculated importations, there is some faint amuse- 
ment to be gathered from it by those whose faculties in that direction are 
lightly moved. The music is of the usual class, and need provoke no 
comment. Mr. Mervyn, whom we are glad to see again, is very funny in 
Miss Selina Dolaro, though 
apparently not so vigorous as of yore, is still pleasing, and the best part 
of the opera is, perhaps, its mounting.

Horace Vox, as Chadband, is amusing enough, while Miss Nellie Logan 
manages to throw the only spark of Dickens which we noticed throughout 
the whole piece into the character of Mademoiselle Hortense, the French 
maid, There is some new scenery.
